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Ready warned the Catholic edi- 
tors and writers. “It is not afraid 
to utter the sacred name of God. 
It is not slow to admit man’s need 
of what it loves to call spiritual 
values, or transcendental ideals. It 
professes admiration for the Faith 
that it seeks to kill. It breathes 
of some indefined thing called ‘tol- 
erance.’ It delights in talk of hu- 
man brotherhood which it out- 
rages,” 


The Rev. William J. Smith, S.J., 
director of the Crown Heights La- 
bor School, Brooklyn, appealed to 
the editors at a luncheon meeting 
today to adopt a unified set of 
principles straight from the Papal 
Social Ency:licals “which neither 
the Catholic reactionary nor the 
so-called Catholic radical can ig- 
nore and which must be accepted 
as a standard for action.” These 
must be hammered home to the 
readers, week after week, he urged, 
to convince all that the social and 
spiritual apostolate of the Church 
are “two sides of an_ identical 
coin,” 

Secularism deplores as  un- 
Christian, Bishop Ready told the 
convention, “anything anti-social 
or unsocial. And all the while 
secularism is trying with might 
and main to take over the rule of 
the universe. Far from showing 
the erudity of the Russian militant 
atheism eof a generation ago, which

the secularist seeks to remove God 
by more subtle means.” 

ugh the 
years, Bishop Ready recalled the 
paeans of praise heaped upon the 
press by such personalities as Jo- 
seph Story, Charles Farrer Browne

and others. He continued: 

“Now we of a more experienced, 
more battered, more disillusioned 


peeive the folly of such lavish 
and undiscriminating puffs of com- 


fact that ‘the Press’ as a general 
term, covers a wide and wild var- 
iety of good and evil, of futility 
and achievement. We notice with 
unpoetic detachment, that the lib- 
erty of the Press—that precious 
palladium of Junius—is sometimes, 
indeed quite often, the sort of 
liberty that i; a cloak for malice. 


“We should hardly call Pravda 
the “strong sword-arm of justice’!” 
Bishop Ready continued. “We 
should scarcely regard Izvestia as 
the ‘bright sunbeam of truth!’ It 
would take some argument to con- 
vince us that The Daily Worker is 
‘pledged to Religion, Liberty and 
Law.’ Noting the inexorable cen- 
tering of our dailies into mergers 
and chains (chain, indeed, in more 
senses than one) we would pause a 


considerable time before dedicating | 


ourselves to the proposition that 
all these papers are wholly devoted 
to maintaining ‘the People’s right’ 
or that they are ‘unawed by in- 
fluence and unbribed by gain.’”

State Of Israel 
Recognized At 


Once By JU. S. 


‘American Step 
Caused Rejoicing 
Among The Jews 


Washington —(NC)— Within a 
few hours after a declaration of 
independence issued at Tel Aviv 
had proclaimed “the establishment 
of the Jewish State in Palestine, 


to be called Israel,” an announce- 
ment by President Truman made 
the United States the first country 
of the world to recognize the pro- 
visional government of Israel “as 
the de facto autho-ity of the new 
State.” 


The American step caused re- 
joicing among the Jews, dismay 
among the Arabs and, judging by 
press reports from world capitals 
and the United Nations headquart- 
ers, surprise among statesmen of 
other nations. 


The new State of Israel pro- 
claimed “precepts of liberty, jus- 
tice and peace taught by the He- 
brew Prophets” as its basis. 


The declaration of independence 
also promised (1) promotion “of 
the development of the country for 
the benefits of lI! its inhabitants;” 
(2) “full social and political equal- 
ity of all its citizens without dis- 


(3) “full freedom of conscience, 
worship, education and culture;” 
(4) safeguard of “the sanctity and 
inviolability of shrines and holy 
places of all -religions;” and (5) 
dedication “to the principles of the 
Charter of the United Nations.” 


Together with the announcement 
of U. 8. recognition for Israel, the 
White House issued a statement to 
the effect that “the desire of the 
United States to obtain a truce in 
Palestine will in no way be lessen- 
ed by the proclamation of a Jewish 
state.” The statement also ex- 
pressed the hope “that the new 
Jewish state will join with the 
Security Council Truce Commission 
in redoubled efforts to bring an 
end to the fighting—which has been 
throughout the United Nations’ 
consideration of Palestine a prin- 
cipal objective of this Govern- 
ment.” 


American recognition of the new 
State of Israel came as the depart- 
ure of Lieut. Gen. Sir Alan Cun- 
ningham, the last British High 
Commissioner, marked the official 
end of the British mandate over 
the Holy Land and the flag of the

Conflict Imperils 
Famed Shrines

uated just outside the walls of Old 
Jerusalem, the mount has already 
been visited by shot and shell. 
The Benedictine Abbey of the Dor- 
mition of the Blessed Virgin is 
here, close to the location of the 
Upper Room (now controlled by 
Moslems). On the Mount, too, is 
the place where once stood the 
House of Caiphas, scene of Christ’s 
trial by the Jewish hierarchy. The 
eminence is militarily important 
because it commands the southern 
approach to Jerusalem. 


(4) Mount Olivet and the Gar- 
den of Gethsemane. This area, so 
closely associated with Christ’s 
Passion and with his Ascension 
into Heaven, is dotted with 
shrines, such as the Carmelite 
Church of the Pater Noster and 
the Church of the Ascension. The 
mount, together with neighboring 
Mount Scopus, overlooks the Wall- 
ed City from the East and holds it 
in easy artillery, mortar and rifle 
range. It also commands the road 
from Jericho, important Arab 
stronghold. . 


(5) Bethlehem. Christ’s birth- 
place lies beside and above the one 
macadam road from the South— 
from Hebron and Moslem Egypt— 
into Jerusalem. In Bethlehem is 
the Church of the Nativity, occu- 
pied by both Catholics and Ortho- 
re the oldest church in Christen- 

om. 


(6) Nazareth. The fate of the 
home town of the Holy Family 
rests upon that of two other 
cities, both Jewish strongholds, 
Haifa and Tiberias. Nazareth sits 
on a high spot on good roads be- 
tween these two, but is itself an 
Arab city. Whether the Jews will 
allow the Arabs to continue to 
dominate this point on an impor- 
tant line of access remains to be 
seen. Just to the South runs the 
Haifa-Iraq oil pipeline of the 


British. Our Lady’s Well and the 
Church of the Annunciation are 
important shrines here; several 
places within the city have .been 
claimed as the site of Joseph and 
Mary’s house. 


(7) Tiberias. Here on the Sea 
of Galilee, in the aréa which Fa- 
ther Anderson terms “the closest 
to the hearts of Christians, be- 
cause it still retains its air of 
Biblical tranquillity,” where 
Christ called His Apostles, where 
He worked the miracle of the 
loaves and fishes and many 
others, and where He preached 
His Sermon on the Mount, the 
Jewish Haganah organization has 
set up an important outpost. And 
across the “sea,” which is only 
six miles wide at the widest place, 
lie the Arab countries of Syria and 
Transjordan. 


These are the principal shrines 
of antiquity. The Franciscan Cus- 
tos of the Holy Land, whose task 
since the days of the Crusades has 
been to care for the shrines, has 
headquarters in the Walled City 
and will be in high jeopardy if 
serious fighting comes. American 
Christians will also be interested 
in the fate of the present-day 
Christians of the Holy Land, who 
number about 140,000 and have 
many churches, schools and other 
institutions, some already closed.

One Religion In One World 
GORE years ago the Rev, Harry Emerson Fosdick, ‘pastor emeritus of the Riverside Church, 
New York, noted that the need of the world today is “one religion and one language.” 
But did not Europe have one religion-and one-religious language for more than one thousand 
years, which tied together, as a big Christian Commonwealth, the peoples of various na- 
tions and languages? In those days there was a Christian order of society, and the civil 
rulers and their legislators felt bound- when enacting laws to make them conform to the 
enactments of the Sovereign Legislator, God. 
_ If Mohammedanism has kept the people of many nations together in a most backward 
religion, think what the dynamic Christian Faith, if it were one and practiced vigorously by 
both ruler and subject, could now do for the western world. 
Before World War I the Austrian-Hungarian Empire embraced many national groups, 
but because they were chiefly of one faith, they were a thousandfold happier than they are 
now under an antagonistic government with no-faith. 
Had the little nations, which are now behind the Iron Curtain, running from the Baltic 
Sea in the north to the Black Sea in the south, been allowed to federate after World War II, 
the world would have had no further trouble with either Russia or Germany. The 125,000,000 
people on this borderline between those two countries could have made both of them behave by 
threatening to join one against the other if it attempted to wage war. Had that federation 
been allowed we would have had peace from the day Germany surrendered to the Allied 


Powers three years ago. 


In a truly Christian nation there would tot be the numerous political parties which obtain 
today, dividing the citizenry into a dozen or twenty minority groups not only hampering the 
national unity, which is so important, but preventing any government, representing a coalition 
of a dozen factions, to function. 

George E. Sokolsky, writing on April 9, 1948, observed that even the small Czech govern-.

Bigotry Also Promoted 
By Those Who Seek To 
Enrich Themselves 


Pa S. HOOPER, writing edi- 
torially in the Brattleboro Daily 
Reformer, Brattleboro, Vermont, on 
October 1, 1947; comments on a 
survey taken by Fortune Magazine 
to ascertain what measure of tol- 
erance there exists in the United 
States among Protestants, Catho- 
lics, Jews and Negroes, and ended 
with this question: “Do you think 
that any of these groups are get- 
ting more economic power any- 
where in the United States than is 
good for the country? More poli- 
tical power? ._Do you think any of 
these groups should be getting a 
better break in this country than 
they are now?” 

The answers given by those poll- 
ed—and we do not know who were 

lled—were summarized as = fol- 

Ows: 
86% of the people think that 
Jews have too much economic pow- 
er; 21%, that they have too much 
political power; 10% favor giving 
them a better break. 3% favored 
a better break for the Negroes; 
and 8% thought they had too much 
economic and political power. 15% 
thought that Catholics have too 
much political power; 12% believe 
that they have too much economic 
power, and 7% thought that they 
deserve a better break. 

_As to Protestants 4% thought 
that they have too much political 
power; 2% believe that they have 
too excessively economic power, 
and 8% favor a better break for 
them, 

Dr. Hooper believes that this 
survey disclosed less a measure of 
tolerance than it does a measyre 
of national ignorance, especially 
since the breaking down of the 
figures showed that the ones who 
were most disturbed about the pow- 
er held by Jews and Catholics lived 
in areas where these two groups 
comprise the smallest ru 
of local population. He notes: “In 
the farm areas and non-farm com- 
munities of 2,500 or under exists

(1) At the time Our Sunday Visitor was born there 
was no “Catholic Press Association” to gather Catholic 
news throughout the nation and throughout Europe through 
correspondents located at the capital of nearly all European 
countries, as there is today. 


Our Sunday Visitor became a charter member of the 
Catholic Press Association when it was founded bya gather- 
ing of editors in Washington. This was also before we‘had 
a National Catholic Welfare Conference, having in its struc- 
ture, a “Press Department.” 


Most Catholic papers had a purely local circulation, were 
edited by laymen, chiefly as a means of livelihood. The 
subscription lists such papers had was obtained by a rep- 
resentative of the paper calling on Catholic people, from 
house to house. Because only a few of them had a “reader 
interest,” their patronage came chiefly from the best fam- 
ilies, who felt under some obligation to support the Cath- 
olic press. Such was the situation at the time that Father 
Noll circularized the Bishops of the United States and most 
pastors to solicit their reaction to his proposal to found a 
National popular Catholic weekly. 


(2) From the year 1909 to the year 1912 the Socialist 
movement grew so rapidly that one of its organs, The Appeal 


to Reason, published at Girard, Kansas, counted more than | 
Other Socialist papers and| 


1,000,000 circulation weekly. 
magazines, patronized by other thousands, were The People’s 
Press, and the American Socialist, the Christian Socialist, 
issued from Chicago, and Eugene Debbs’ Melting Pot, pub- 
lished in St. Louis, 


There was little difference between the Socialist move- 
ment of that day and the Communist movement today. All 
Socialist organs advertised and recommended the books of 
Karl Marx, of Hegel, of Engels—all atheists and anti-Chris- 
tian. The Appeal to Reason drew its patronage chiefly 
from the ranks of Labor, but when it was discovered that 
one-third or more of union labor was Catholic, whose mem- 
bers objected to the anti-Christian attitude of The Appeal, 
its editors decided to found another paper which would 
carry on anti-Catholic propaganda for Socialism and leave 
the “bread and butter argument,” by which was meant the 
elevation of the status of the laboring man, to The Appeal to 
Reason.” These men, some of very bad repute, founded the 
Menace. 


Since the zealous apostles for Socialism were more in- 
terested in fighting religion than they were in the uplift 
of the working man, they abandoned the Appeal, and lent 
all their efforts to the building up of the circulation of The 
Menace. It was not long until The Menace counted more 
than 1,000,000 readers, while the circulation of The Appeal 
to Reason declined proportionately. Most people became 
acquainted with The Menace, not by having subscribed for 
it, but by finding it on their front porch in the morning after 
it had been surreptitiously scattered about by night. 


Soon Catholics began to write to the editors of Cath- 
olic papers and to call on their clergy for answers to the 
wicked charges leveled against the Catholic Church, week 
after week, by the Menace, ) 

We told you above that Father Noll reproduced a copy 
of this filthy sheet and enclosed it with the letter to Bishops 
and priests to ask what they thought about the founding 
of a national Catholic weekly to contain constructive instruc- 
tion, and, at the same time, to answer libels against the 
Church circulated so widely. 

These two things—the weakness of the Catholic press 
and the attacks made on the Church by her enemies—explain 
the warm welcome which Our Sunday Visitor received from 
the beginning. It started off im its first number, May 6, 

2 with a circulation, actually ordered, of 35,000 copies; 
end of the first we circulation was 200,000; at

the end of the second year, over 400,000. Thereafter the 
increase in circulation, while not quite so rapid, was 
steady,’ until it passed the 700,000 mark. 
have reached 2,000,000 or more homes if, in the meantime, 
the Catholic Press Association had not come into being, 
through which existing Catholic papers were greatly improv- 
ed, and many new ones founded, including another national 
weekly. Many editors wrote Father Noll that his paper, 
creating a taste for more Catholic literature, greatly helped 
their own to grow. 


Today the Catholic press is very vigorous, and nearly 
every diocese has either an official organ, or at least a paper 
with episcopal approval. |

E Atlanta Journal, date of 

April 27, 1948, quotes Dr. 
Louie E. Newton, President of the | 
Southern Baptist Convention as 
saying that he had no fears that 
“Communism will oversweep 
Czechoslovakia, or Europe or Asia 
or America.” 


It will be recalled that this gen- 
tleman visited Russia not long ago 
and upon his return to the United 
States reported on the freedom of 
religion accorded to Baptists in 
the city of Moscow. He did not 
tell the people, however, that the 
clergymen who fill the pulpits of 
such churches are not accorded 
the freedom of speech which they 
have over here. 


The same paper reports an in-. 
terview which a correspondent had 
with Dr. W. A. Criswell, of Dal- 
las, Texas, in which this question 
was asked: “Why are some Bapt- 
ist leaders so strongly anti-Cath- 
olic”? Teo which the minister an- 
swered: “There is only one in- 
ternal threat to the freedom of 
America ultimately, and that is 
the Catholic Church.” 


“My chief objection to Catho- 
licism,” said the minister, “is that 
the Catholic Church wants to be 
the state ... Why should we be 
tolerant toward Catholicism and 
not toward Communism and Fasc- 
- also? They’re all totalitar- 
an.” 

Who, outside of the gg, heey 
people who are misled by “Prot- 
estants and Other Americans Unit- 
ed,” of which Dr. Newton is an 
officer, believes that the Catholic 
Church is, in any sense, a “threat 
to the freedom of America?” Big- 
ger Americans than Newton have 
said for years and are still say- 
ing that the Catholic Church is 
actually the strongest bulwark to 
America’s freedom, as it is of the 
rest of the world. The Catholic 
Church officially, and in all books 
of instructions, rates patriotism 
and loyalty te constituted civil au- 
thority as a virtue, as something 
binding under pain of sin. The 
Church stands for the unity and 
stability of the home which, as 
every scholar recognizes, is the 
basic unit of society. 


Where We Stand 


If a stand against the 3,000 di- 
vorce mills in the United States is 
totalitarian, then, of course, the 
Catholic Church is that, but by 
being that it is on the side of God, 
Who declared marriage to be in- 
dissoluble.

Not In Politics 


The Church has never favored 
Catholic political parties within a 
state, and has always forbidden 
her clergy to use the pulpit to pro- 
mote the candidacy of men for of- 
fice in any particular party. It 
would be air to say that the 
Church did that very recently in 
Italy. The Church was not inter- 
ested in any particular party, but 
was interested only in the defeat 
of an anti-God movement conduct- 
by the Communists. The Church 
must “serve God rather than man,” 
and she would be a strange Church, 
indeed, if she did not lend her 
moral support to the checking of 
a movement designed to dethrone 
Christ from the life of the nation 
and of individuals. 


The Christian Church’s first ob- 
ligation is to Christ, as its chief 
opposition must be to “anti- 
Christ.” Communism is not a 
political but a moral issue, and it 
is the business of the Church to 
defend right morals and to oppose 
bad morals. 


On this subject Cardinal Suhard, 
of Paris, spoke recently in a spe- 
cial pastoral letter. He wrote: 
“The Church has no mission to 
solve directly technical problems. 
She recognizes the legitimate au- 
tonomy of competent authorities. 
She does not enmesh herself in 
any scientific, social, or political 
system; and she leaves Christians

This 
may be exaggerated, for the writer 
did not prove that the others were 
not Baptists in the past although 
he ascertained that they did not 
play any role. It is significant, 
however, that Mr. Lipstok is the 
only one among the 11 who is not 
serving either on the “Prasidium” 
or on the group of 4 “specially em- 
powered” Board members. The 
Praesidum, headed by J. Sidkov, is 
permanently established at Mos- 
cow, while 3 “specially empower- 
ed” Board members have been sent 
to Kiev, 1 to the Baltic countries.

Watch Out For ‘Massitis 


it's A Disease Afflicting Too Many Already 


WILLIAM M. O’ROUKE, O.S. A. 


ARE you, by any chance, one of those who have Massitis? 

Massitis is a disease—one of the rarest and yet com- 
monest known to mankind. Rare, because it afflicts only 
Catholics from five in the morning to one o’clock in the 
afternoon on Sunday. Common, because a great majority 


of Catholics are stricken with it or have been at one time 
or another. Massitis has little re-o— 


spect for age or station in life. 
It attacks and ruthlessly disables 
anyone who is run down spiritual- 
ly. The symptoms by which it can 
be recognized are numerous. 

There are four distinct types of 
Massitis, ranging from the sim- 
ple to the extreme casés. In the 
first type, generally known as the 
charitable-friendly phase of the 
disease, Massitis actually per- 
forms a miracle in the minor or- 
der. For in the primary stages 
it transforms those besieged with 
it from being merely ordinary peo- 
ple into the most charitable and 
friendliest persons on earth. It is 
almost touching to observe how 
chivalrous and kind-hearted these 
stricken individuals become on 
Sunday morning. In their bene- 
volence toward their fellow-men, 
they absolutely refuse to approach 
the Church steps until the last 
straggler of the previous Mass is 
safely out of the precincts of the 
vestibule. Even then they hesi- 
tate about entering for fear they 
mighty hinder some poor soul in 
his homeward course. 


Disease Accountable 
For Many Things 


The disease in this early stage 
is also accountable for the friend- 
ly character who delights in 
chatting with neighbors and 
friends outside of the Church. Mrs. 
Magooley, for instance, falls all 
over Mrs. Gilhooley who is de- 
parting from the Ten—not unlike 
the manner in which the Father 
in the Parable of the Prodigal Son 
fell on the neck of his errant off- 
spring. The impartial onlooker 
would be inclined to think that the 
two of them hadn’t laid eyes on 
one another in years, and were 
thus letting the minutes slip by 
to renew their acquaintances— 
whereas they could have been 
found chinning over the back 
fence only yesterday! 

In this stage, too, are found the 
loyal brotherhood of the chain- 
smokers. These human steam en- 
gines are surrounded by a cloud 
of cigarette smoke from their ar- 
rival at church to their last min- 
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ute jaunt inside. They are easily 
identified by the way in which 
they hug the side of the building— 
the ever-present Camel, Lucky, or 
Chesterfield in their hand—as if 
they were duty-bound to assist the 
foundation in its task of uphold- 
ing the edifice. 


There is some compensation, 
however, for contracting the dis- 
ease in its less dangerous form. 
Those burdened with this first type 
acquire, after a number of prac- 
tice sessions, a certain, inimitable 
skill of slidding safely into a pew 
just as the priest begins the pray- 
ers at the foot of the altar. 


Then There Is the 
More Advanced Type 


The second type of Massitis is 
a trifle more advanced. Those af- 
flicted with the more severe dos- 
age fall under the technical titles 
of Fidgeteers and Boredomeers. 
This progressive stage of the 
malady ean be discerned as easily 
as a Visitor, is spotted during the 
intricate rising and sitting proce- 
dure of the High Mass. The Fid- 
geteers are restless, eyes constant- 
ly on the move, fingers continuous- 
ly working back and forth—and 
conspicuously prominent by their 
lack of Prayer Book or Rosary. 


Fidgeteers find it difficult to 
kneel up straight. Instead, they 
go into a half-sitting crouch that 
closely resembles a fashionable an- 
thropoid complacently settled on 
a limb in his jungle penthouse. 
Fidgeteers make mental notes of 
the latest styles, study expres- 
sions on the faces of their fellow 
worshippers, pausing from these 
tasks only to dive their heads into 
their arms at the tinkle of the 
Sanctuary Bell. 

Fidgeteers gladly welcome the 
period after the Credo to the 
Sanctus when they can sit down 
fully and relax to their hearts’ 
content. These sufferers, as a 
rule, sigh audibly when Mass is 
finished, giving proof of the ab- 
normal strain they were under. 
Then, almost magically, the traces 
of nervousness disappear, the air 
of fatigue vanishes, and the ra- 
pid sprint to the exist begins. Re- 
fore the priest has completed the 
prayers after Mass, the Fidge- 
teers are out the door, making for 
home. 


Bordomeers Are 
To Be Pitied 


The Bordomeers, on the other 
hand, are to be pitied. More than 
likely, they have already passed 
through the earlier stages of the 
malady; namely, the charitable- 
friendly phase and the fidgety 
phase. Now, they are openly and 
plainly fed up with the forty-odd 
minutes of Mass. They pass their 
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hands over their harassed brows 
occasionally, they. yawn with mus- 
ical accompaniment, and they shift 
uncomfortably in their seats. A 
sad smile wrinkles up the corners 
of their mouths when they see the 
priest about to launch into a ser- 
mon. Outwardly, they hardly 
know that Mass is being said. In- 
wardly, however, they are making 
plans to purchase the newspaper 
at the stand outside the Church, 
with the joyful prospect of after- 
wards planking themselves down 
in an easy chair for a solid two 
hours. 


They are looking forward to the 
Sunday dinner and a half hour of 
conversation with the family. Eve- 
ning, also, holds a treat in store 
for them—three hours of a dou- 
ble feature, perhaps, or five or 
six hours of a noisy party. No 
boredom there. But, of course, 
Massitis only affects them on Sun- 
day morning. Forty minutes owed 
to God are grudgingly doled out. 
The Last Gospel is the most-an- 
ticipated event of the entire Mass 
for the Boredomeers. As the priest 
leaves the Sanctuary, they shake 
off the lethargy, scoot down the 
aisle to their newspaper and home, 
without so much as a thought of 
the great amount of spiritual bene- 
fits they have lost because of their 
heedless attitude. 


Sharpshooters Bridgade 
Or Holy Water Font Guard 


The third type of Massitis suf- 
ferers, almost completely ravaged 
by the disease, are the members of 
the Sharpshooters Brigade or the 
Holy Water Font Guard. This 
group is composed wholly of the 
male sex, and they are usually gen- 
tlemen. Gentlemen, because they 
decline all offers of seats, pre- 
ferring to let others have their 
places. They revel in decorating 
the back wall of the Church on 
either side of the Holy Water 
Font. They staunchly hold their 
position against the wall, present- 
ing a united front to the wasted 
entreaties of the ushers. With 
a lordly air they survey the con- 
gregation, and at times design to 
glance at the movements of the 
priest on the altar. Just when one 
becomes eligible for admission in- 
to their ranks has never been fully 
determined. However, it is safe 
to say that once the peach fuzz 
that has graced the cheeks of 
youthful males evaporates and a 
mean stubble forces itself out- 
ward, they are considered worthy 
to belong to the time-honored 
guard, 


Deep within him, every member 
has the makings of a Sharpshoot- 
er. At the Consecration, as if by 
a pre-arranged signal, each one 
dips earthward on one knee, hat 
clutched tightly in his left hand. 
They remain in that trance, de- 
prived of a view of the altar by 
the backs of the worshippers in 
the last pew, until the echo of the 
bell fades. Then once more they 
uniformly spiral upward to remain 
that way for the rest of the Mass. 


Frequently, some of them have 
rendered outstanding services to 
the cause of the Church militant— 
and for this deserve special merit. 
Many a head usher, in the ab- 
sence of one of his men, has press- 
ed a Holy Water Font Guard into 
action. The chosen one imme- 


diately smooths down his lapels, 
brushes back his hair, and trips 


the Hangers-On. These persons 
are totally and hopelessly eaten 
up by the disease. A general 


at every last Mass. They are old 
stand-bys, ardent advocates of the 
late Mass. They are perpetually 
in a state of coma, only mechan- 
ically going through the motions 
of rising and kneeling at proper 
times. Their bodies are pointed 
toward the altar, but what is tak- 
ing place is only dimly present 
to them. All their attention is 
focused on keeping heavily droop- 
ing eyelids from shutting over 
eyes that hadn’t closed till the wee 
hours of the morning. The music, 
if it is a High Mass, serves to lull 
them back to the sleep they have 
not succeeded in shaking off. The 
sermon, for them, means a few 
extra winks they might not have 
had if Father had not been so 
thoughtful in taking pains to 
speak. The soft tones of the 
Sanctuary Bell rouse them from 


ing seconds. When liberation ar- 
rives they stumble outside, and 
hasten home to finish their inter- 
rupted sleep. 


The Hangers-On are literally 
attached to their Faith by a slim 
thread that is on the verge of 
loosening. They next step for 
them is a complete break away 
from the Church. 


An offshoot of Massitis, while 
not as serious as the parent brand 
of the disease, is noticeable at 
many parish Masses. Those beset 
by Massitis in its least virulent 
form come under the name of Pew- 
Huggers. Pew-Huggers are a 
clique of worshippers who have 


selves on the end of the pew, and 
neither fire nor brimstone will 
budge them. They become, in 
realty, the veritable pillars of the 
Church. When someone taps them 
on the shoulder and asks them to 
move in, they frown and bestow 
on the seat-seeker a freezing 
glance as much as to say—“This 
is my place; try and take it.” Na- 
turally, to avoid a disturbance, the 
wearied worshipper climbs over 
the sprawled limbs of his antagon- 
ist. 

Once this escapade is over, Pew- 
Huggers go back to their chores of 
honoring God, not realizing that 
the boiling temper of the seat- 
seeker is in no way conducive to 
prayer or to the salvation of the 
Pew-Huggers’ bodily integrity. 
When the usher makes his appear- 
ance with the collection basket, 
the Pew-Huggers sit bolt upright, 
daring him to upset their equili- 
brium. The Mass ended, Pew- 
Huggers tack their flag to the 
mast, a signal that no one had bet- 
ter interfere with their departure 
if he desires to reach his destina- 
tion in good condition. 

Massitis is a disease easily con- 
tracted and less easily ¢eured. It 
especially overcomes those weak 
of Faith; those who have lost the 
real meaning of what the Mass is. 
Once indifference to the obligation 
of hearing Mass attentively sets 
in, Massitis gets a foothold and 
weekly increases in strength until 
it has completely conquered the 
body and soul of the person at- 
tacked. Only diligent effort can 
root it out. Diligent effort and a 
renewed Faith and Love for 
Calvary mystically continued.

Adopting a_ three-goal social 
program aimed at providing rec- 
reation for the entire family, 
which is both wholesome and 
regular, acquainting the families 
of the parish with each other, and 
making the parish the center of 
social life, they have organized so 
far a monthly recreation night at 
which progressive card playing, 
square dancing and singing are 
the main fun, and a monthly Sun- 
“ family “potluck.” 

hese social affairs supplement 
the weekly card parties held 
throughout the winter months, 
which were inaugurated as a 
source of revenue and recreation 
by Father Payne when he first 
took over the struggling parish. 
_The monthly parish recreation 
night is planned (as are all other 
activities) so that couples mix 
and have an opportunity to be- 
come acquainted. You can hardly 
hope to have a living parish un- 
less the members of the parish 
know each other. To induce maxi- 
mum attendance, the charge for 
the recreation night is just enough 
to take care of expenses. 
The monthly Sunday afternoon 
family potluck is held in the 
church basement and it is for the 
entire family. While the children 
play together and become ac- 
quainted, the parents visit, dance, 
play games, or take part in in- 
formal talks and discussions. The 
whole Sunday afternoon is spent 
in this kind of family good-fellow- 
ship and is climaxed by a potluck 
dinner, the planning of which is 
in charge of several different 
couples, who each month take 
reservations ahead of time and 
delegate what each family is to 
bring, so that a-balanced meal is 
served. Each family keeps track 
of the cost of the food it brings. 
Those costs are then pooled and 
shared on a family (not a per- 
sonal) basis. Thus, the larger 
families pay no more than the 
smaller. They are not penalized 
for having more children than the 
others. The average cost per 
family is amazingly small, run- 
ning about sixty cents, a concrete 
example of the value of commun- 
ity cooperation.

est religious minorities. In the 
areas, therefore, where least is 
known about a group from per- 
sonal acquaintance we find the 
greater percentage of people ex- 
pressing the opinion that the group 
is too strong nationally for the 
good of the country.” 

Dr. Hooper’s observations are 
well taken because 80% of. Protes- 
tantism is rural and only 20% of 
the Catholic population is rural. 
There are thousands of small towns 
and rural areas in which practically 
no Catholics live and, therefore, 
these 80% are the least acquainted 
with the Catholic Church and with 
Catholic people; they entertain the 
notion that political power exists 
in. the cities where 80% of Catho- 
lics and about an equal percentage 
of Jews live, and, therefore “as- 
sume” that these two a are 
very powerful either politically or 
economically. A very large per- 
centage of city Catholics belong to 
the laboring class, and could not, 
of course, wield economic power. 
They are much divided politically, 
and, therefore, could not exert 
much political power. 

There have been cases in some of 
the large cities where a Catholic 
was either at the head of a — 
cal machine or was its beneficiary, 
but he did not represent the Catho- 
lies and especially not the Catholic 
Church, which, despite opinions to 
the contrary, never engaged in 
the least degree in politics. It is 
common for Protestant clergymen 
to discuss political issues from the

For 
a long time he advertised himself 
as an ex-priest, but that having 
been disproved he became “ex-Ro- 
manist King.” He is now nearly 


eighty years old, having been born }. 


in New Brunswick in 1868. Some 
years ago he was wont to refer to 
his wife as an “ex-nun,” while she 
never had even been a Catholic. 
The editor of the New Freeman, 
published at St. John, New Bruns- 
wick, informs us that King never 
got beyond the Catholic Baptism 
stage as an infant; in other words, 
he was not reared a Catholic and 


Of him his mother, who resided at 
St. John, New Brunswick for some 
time, told the local priest, Rev. F. 
L. Carney, “He was always a bad 
boy.” This mother also told the 
priest that among a dozen children 
there is but one, a girl, who is a 
Catholic.

Before 
leaving the world Christ promised 
to send His Holy Spirit in person, 
just as He Himself had come in 
person, and not by His “influence” 
only, as He came to the prophets 
before Christ. 


When you were born of the 
Holy Spirit, you were placed 
through Him in a state of union 
with God, and that ‘union is 
strengthened and made closer by 
the other Sacraments instituted by 
Christ—because grace is lodged 
in them. 


What in the action of the Holy 
Spirit is the soul? 


The Holy Spirit comes to the 
soul in such an individual way 
that St. Paul writes “You are not 
carnal, but spiritual, if indeed the 
Spirit of God dwells in you” 
{ m. VIII, 9). In another place 
t. Paul writes: “Do you not know 
that your members are the temple 
of the Holy Spirit Who is in you” 
(I Cor. VI, 19Y. 

Through the grace of the Holy 
Spirit Christ’s words are verified 
“Il am come that they may have 
life and that they have it more 
abundantly.” The Old Law had no 
Sacraments. It had circumcision 
and washings and purifications, 
but these did not, of themselves, 
convey grace. In the New Law, 
we may actually become God’s sons 
by adoption, and therefore co- 
heirs with Christ of the bliss and 
glory of Heaven. Most members 
of Christ’s Church are not con- 
scious of their lofty dignity and 
of the supernatural state in which 
they live. In fact, they live little 
differently than the unregenerated 
in the world; they live for the 
world; they incessantly grieve the 
Holy Spirit.” They seldom think 
of their special consecration to 
Christ and to the Holy Spirit, by 
which they are registered in Heav- 
en as God’s own. Hence they do 
not realize that they are 100 times 
more responsible .than others. 
“The sensual man”, says St. Paul, 
“perceives not the things of the 
Spirit of God”; and even most 
Catholics do not, because they 
live like the sensual-minded out- 
side the Church. The “spiritual 
man” follows the Holy Spirit, re-

mains conscious of His intimate 
relationship with God; and if he 
should, by sin, lose his baptismal 
innocence, resorts immediately to 
Penance which restores it. The 
“spiritual man’s” house is Heaven, 
and he lives in this world as a 
wayfarer, keeps himself unspot- 
ted in spite of it, so that he may 
make himself daily more worthy 
of everlasting union with God. 

How does “actual” grace oper- 
ate? 

When Christ promised to send 
the Holy Spirit, He, in the same 
breath, warned against the evil 
spirit, whom He called “the Prince 
of this world.” The Holy Spirit 
would operate on the heart and 
soul of man, and the evil spirit 
on his senses and appetites, and 
animal instincts, The Holy Spirit 
would enlighten the mind and give 
strength to the will, while the 
evil spirit would take advantage 
of the natural darkness of the one 
and weakness of the other. 

We can merit for Heaven only 
by corresponding with the Holy 
Spirit’s actual graces. When Peter 
addressed the multitude _ repre- 
senting many nations on Pentecost 
3,000 persons who heard him be- 
came converted, while others were 
driven by their bad will to have 
him arrested and banished from 
Jerusalem. The former followed, 


the latter reslsted the Holy Spirit. 


Some of you who are reading 
this will profit by the instruction, 
while others will not get one iota 
of benefit from it. 


If learned men fail to see the 
truth of Catholicity, it is because 
they have no disposition to do so. 

St. Paul says that we could not 
have even a good thought without 
Him. We need His help to make 
any work or service meritorious. 
Yet do we not almost ignore the 
Holy Spirit in our prayers and re- 
flections? We profess belief in 
His equality with the Father and 
the Son when we make the sign 
of the cross, and when we recite 
the Nicene Creed in which it is 
declared “He is glorified equally 
with the Father and the Son.” We 
adore Him, usually quite uncon- 
sciously, when we say the Gloria 
Patri, but that is the most at- 
tention that the average person 
gives to the Holy Spirit. 

You have heard that by His Re- 
demption the Son of God merited 
the grace of salvation for all 
men, but you are not of those who 
believe that a mere trust in such 
merits will save you. Christ made 
your salvation possible, you must 
make it actual through a steady 
cooperation with the grace earned 
by Christ and dispensed to 
individual soul through the 
Spirit. 

The reason of man is greatly 
enlightened by the beam of divine 
grace. Four of the gifts of the 
Holy Spirit are designed to per- 
fect the mind. They are Wisdom, 
Understanding, Knowledge and 
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Counsel. The other three are de- 
signed to condition the will for 
— service to God. They are 

ortitude, Piety, and the Fear of 
the Lord. These gifts of the Holy 
Spirit when stirred into action 
produce saints. 


Faith and the gifts which per- 
fect the mind made the great 
Doctors of the Church, who, if 
they lived today and were given 
a hearing by statesmen, could help 
much to transform the world. 


St. Paul called “the wisdom of 
this world,” to which so many of 
us pay reverence, by its proper 
name “foolishness.” Isn’t he a fool 
who prefers this world to the next, 
who pampers his body while he 
completely neglects his soul? 
Catholic sinners are the worst 
fools because they are better in- 
formed. 


Try to create an habitual con- 
sciousness of your dignity, of the 
presence of the Holy Spirit within 
you. Apply to the life of your 
soul the same principle you apply 
to your body, that is, avoid what 
is harmful to it, feed it, corre- 
spond to grace. Be actuated by the 
profit motive, so that every day 
— will not only avoid the wrong, 

ut perform works of supernatur- 
al merit. 


You could receive no better ad- 
vice from the priest than that 
which St. Paul gave to Timothy 
(2 Tim. I], 3) “Labor as a good 
soldier of Jesus Christ.” This 
means you must be active super- 
naturally by faithfully cooperat- 
ing with the grace earned and dis- 
pensed by His Holy Spirit to you. 


WHAT is the “Subversive Activities Control Act’? 


It is a Bill, presented before 
Congress, known as the Mundt- 
Nixon Bill, designed to control the 
activities of the American Com- 
munist Party and its subsidiary 
organizations. Its basic purpose 
is not to repress the Communist 
Party, but to expose its many 
secret activities. 


It resulted from the many pub- 
lic hearings concerning the ad- 
visibility of legislation to control 
Communist activities, such as the 
misuse of the radio, the press, the 
movies. 


The first section of the Bill gives 
eleven reasons why it is neces- 
sary to control Communist activ- 
ities in the United States. It notes 
that Communist tactics are pro- 
posed and directed by the World 
Communist movement. It refers 
to the methods used by Commun- 
ists to accomplish their ends, such 
as: (a) disruption of trade and 
commerce; (b) inciting of econo- 
mic, social and racial conflict and 
strife; (c) dissemination of sub- 
versive propaganda; (d) infiltra- 
tion into government positions. 

Because the Soviet Union has 
imposed Communist ne-deelge « 
in several countries against the 
will of the people, it is believed 
that the Communist movement 
constitutes a real danger to the 
security of the United States. The 
Bill would prohibit attempts to 
establish in the United States a 
totalitarian dictatorship controll- 
ed by any foreign government, or- 
ganization or individual. The Bill 
requires the Communist Party and 
its Front organizations to regis- 
ter with the Attorney General. 
They must furnish the names of 
officers and the sources and use 
of their funds. It is believed that 
if they register they will no long- 
er operate secretly. If they fail 
to register, they will suffer heavy 
penalties or be forced to dissolve. 


Communist agents, acting under 
known foreign control, will lose 
their citizenship. It shall be un- 
lawful for Communists to accept 
federal employment without re- 
vealing their connections. 


This Bill takes notice that dur- 
ing the recent war there was ex- 
tensive Soviet espionage, and very 
deep infiltration into labor, 
radio, the magazine field and mo- 
tion pictures. It is believed that 
our foreign policy in oy mel 
China, Argentine 
was influenced greatly by Com-

Jim Costin 
Hugh Oser Of New Orleans . . . 


UGH OSER, regarded as the greatest all-around athlete ever to 

represent Jesuit High of New Orleans and one of the best de- 
veloped in the south, is now in his first season as a fessional base- 
ball wad at the age of 19. He was signed by the New York Giants 
last February, then farmed out to their Jersey City team of ‘the Inter- 
national League for seasoning and experience. He trained with many 
of the other recruits in the Giants’ camp at Phoenix, Ariz., and made 
a very fine impression on Manager Mel Ott. 


When the youngster signed his professional baseball contract it 
was a heavy blow to the athletic fortunes of Loyola University in 
New Orleans, where he was enrolled. However, the lure of a large 
salary understandably turned the young man’s thoughts to profes- 
sional baseball rather than continue his college studies, so he turned 
pro. 

Oser’s athletic accomplishments at Jesuit High are. now 
legendary, but he was so completely outstanding that last June he 
was awarded a special trophy by Jesuit authorities for having 
been the greatest all-around athlete in the 100 years of that high . 
school’s existence. , 

He earned more letters than any other athlete in Jesuit 
High’s history—13 ont of a possible 16. In his four years of 
competition, he gained four baseball letters, four in basketball, 
three in football and two in track. 

In baseball he is such an outstanding pitcher that he lost 

- only one game in three years, yet he is also a fine hitter and one 
of the speediest runners in baseball. Before leaving to join the 
Giants in their Phoenix training camp, Oser took part in baseball 
field events at City Park stadium in New Orleans and circled the 
bases in 14.5 seconds, breaking the former record of 14.9 seconds. 

He was chosen as Louisiana’s best high school player in 1947, 
and also earned all-prep first team honors three times in baseball, 
three times in baseketball and twice in football. Because of his ae- 
tivities in the other three sports he did not devote much time or at- 
tention to track, yet he sandwiched in enough time to win track 
honors twice. 

His versatility is so marked that he undoubtedly would have been 
perhaps the greatest all-around athlete ever to represent Loyola of 
the South had he remained in school for the full four-year term. It is 
now his intention to return to college in between baseball seasons to 
continue his education where it was interrupted by his resignation 


from school last February.

they teach is the value of prayer 
in preparing for the married state. 
Fervent and sincere prayer for 
divine guidance, plus the advice 
of a priest, is a swell investment 
in your future. As a good busi- 
nessman or woman you wouldn't 
make an investment unless you 
were sure of the soundness of the 
move. The very same thing ap- 
plies to marriage. Don’t go into 
marriage as you turn a corner. 
Most of us turn those corners 
without looking, and sometimes we 
run into an awful lot of trouble. 
Marriage is quite the same. Look 
before you leap is good sound ad- 
vice and the smart teen-ager will 
really take it unto himself. Re- 
member—“until death do us part” 
is a long, long time when you have 
to do it alone, as I am, simply be- 
cause I was a “wise-guy” who 
knew all the answers. I wouldn’t 
listen to advice and now, through 
my own foolishness, I must face 
the prospect, unless my prayers 
are answered, of facing life—a life 
which, outside the Sacrament, is 
barren and naked—just because I 
was the “wise-guy.” Believe me, 
being a wise-guy just doesn’t pay. 


Beginning Of Love 


During your courtship with the 
“One and only” reflect often and 
hard and prayerfully that court- 
ship is intended by Almighty God 
to be a period of happiness. It is 
literally the beginnings of. love 
springing forth in the heart. Don’t 
allow it to be smirched by any- 
thing foul! Make it a “white” 
courtship, There is nothing more 
beautiful than a white courtship. 

Speaking of dating leads me to 
another aspect of the case. Are 
you one of those teen-agers who 
moans and wails when Mom and 
Pop put their foot down on late 
dating? If so, try to recall that 
dating is preparing. you for mar- 
riage and family life. It’s not to 
be taken lightly. The counsel of 
your parents is, on the average, 
good sound common sense which 
is made doubly important through 
years of experience. They want 
to see you happy and they will 
go to any length to see that you 
are. Cooperate with them! You 
see, | was a teen-ager once my- 
self—not so many years ago—and 
how I wish today that I had lis- 
tened to the advice of Mom and 
Dad and to the wisdom of Holy 
Mother Church.

4 to her, was to bring men back 
to the Eucharist from which they 
would gain new strength to defend 
their faith and withstand the en- 
emies of their salvation. 
It is easy to understand why 
Julienne was chosen for the task:

The holy nun, who meanwhile 
had been elected superioress of 
Mont Cornillon, confided her plans 
to two other women, both of whom 
shared her intense devotion to the 
Blessed Sacrament. One was 
Blessed Eve, a recluse, who at the 
age of 20, had shut herself up in 
a cell near the Church of St. 
Martin in Liege where she was 
to spend some 30 or 40 years in 
contemplation and adoration of 
the Eucharist; the other was Isa- 
belle of Huy, whom Julienne had 
—— to join the convent. 
he three women first sought the 
opinion of several theologians re- 
garding the proposed feast. Re- 
ceiving a unanimously favorable 
verdict, they immediately peti- 
tioned the Prince Bishop of Liege, 
Robert de Torote, to proclaim the 


ops had the privilege of institut- 
ing special feasts in their dioceses. 

In 1246, after some hesitation, 
Bishop de Torote issued a decree 
establishing the feast. Unfortun- 
ately, the bishop’s action aroused 
Opposition among many clergy- 
men and laymen. They denounced 
the new feast as “useless.” Some 
did not hesitate to call Julienne 
“a vain, ambitious woman,” who 
“pretends to see visions that are 
only dreams.” Thus, while the 
bishop’s decree applied to all 
churches in the Liege diocese, only 
one—St. Martin’s—accepted it. 
The feast of Corpus Christi was 
celebrated in this church for the 
first time in the year 1247— 17 
years before it was to be pro- 
claimed a universal festival. It 
continued to be observed in St. 
Martin’s in succeeding years, but 
there seemed no hope of having 
it accepted by the other Liege 
churches. Nevertheless it had 
been revealed to Isabelle in a vis- 
ion that the feast would one day 
be extended not only to all the 


‘parishes of Liege but to those of 


the whole world.

‘Severe Persecution 


Julienne herself was not des- 
tined to witness the final triumph 
of her cause. In 1248 she left Mont 
Cornillon after a mob inflamed 
against her had attacked the con- 
vent and threatened her life. The 
incident was the climax of spor- 
adic acts of persecution and de- 
traction which the saint had had 
to endure for years from those to 
whom her sanctity and humility 
were a constant reproach. Julienne 
died at Fosses eight years later 
after having been obliged to seek 
one temporary refuge after an- 
other. Meanwhile divine  provi- 
dence was at work to ensure that 
her mission. would be brought to 
full completion. One of Julienne’s 
earliest supporters had been the 
Archdeacon Pantaleon, who lat- 
er left Liege to become Bishop of 
Verdun, was afterwards sent as le-

reported to have made a profound 
impression on the pontiff. A priest, 
tempted against faith in the Real 
Presence while celebrating Mass, 
saw blood issuing from the Sacred 
Host, impregnating the corporal 
and penetrating to the altar cloth. 


Any lingering doubts the Pope 
may have had regarding the di- 
vine source of Julienne’s . mission 
were dispelled when St. Aquinas, 
whom he had wanted to make a 
cardinal in recognition of his 
great services to the Church, de- 
clined the honor, saying that all 
he asked was that Urban honor 
the Eucharist with a new feast. 


The Mass and Office of Corpus 
Christi. were composed by St. 
Thomas at the Pope’s request. St. 
Thomas’ Mass, regarded as the 
most beautiful in the Roman Lit- 
urgy, contains the inimitable se- 
quence, Lauda Zion, a superb ex- 
position. of the doctrine of the 
Real Presence. Tradition says the 
music for the Office was composed 
by Pope Urban himself. Son of a 
poor French shoemaker, Urban 
was noted for his aptitude for 
music as well as for his piety 
and learning. 


Unanimous Approval 
Given At Council 


It would seem that everything 
necessary had been done to con- 


‘summate the mission revealed to 


St. Julienne. But it happened that 
while Urban’s Bull was greeted 
with enthusiasm in Liege, it was 
rather coldly received elsewhere. 
The great institution of Corpus 
Christi might have been forgotten 
did not Clement V., one of the 
Avignon Popes, cail a_ general 
council at Vienne, near Dauphiny, 
which unanimously ap- 
proved the feast and thus assured 
its ultimate acceptance every- 
where. Four years later, another 
Pope, John XXII, ordered that the 
feast should henceforth be cele- 
brated with an octave, and still 
later, Pope Martin V doubled the 
indulgences accorded the feast by 
Urban IV. 


Processions of the Blessed Sac- 
rament are a traditional part of 
Corpus Christi, but these demon- 
strations were not mentioned by 
Pope Urban in his Bull institut- 
ing the feast. However, it is be- 
lieved the order for these dis- 
plays may have originated when 
Urban directed the miraculous 
corporal to be carried from Bol- 
sena to Orvieto. At all events, 
Popes Martin V and Eugene IV 
granted special indulgences’. to 
those assisting at the processions 
and the Council of Trent in the 
16th century spoke of the Euchar- 
ist being carried “in procession in 
the streets and public places with 
pomp and honor.” 


Introduced more than two cen- 
turies before the Protestant Re- 
formation, Corpus Christi was des- 
tined to be a brilliant protest 
against the blasphemies of unbe- 
lievers. When, as divine provi- 
dence had foreseen, belief in the 
Real Presence was assailed by 
heretics, the Council of Trent ex- 
tolled the Eucharistic feast, de- 
claring: “It is important that the 
truth shall show itself victorious 
over falsehood and heresy in such 
sort that her adversaries, at the 
sight of such splendor and so 
great joy in the whole Church, 
will be discouraged and shrivelled 
up with spite; or that, touched 
with confusion and shame, they 
will come back to repentance.” 

Corpus Christi is more than a 
festival of invitation and joy: it is 
a testimony to the indestructibil- 
ity of the Faith. Three years ago 
Munich’s Catholics held their first 
postwar outdoor Corpus Christi 
procession along streets which for 
six years had rung with the proud 
staccato of Nazi paraders. Blaz- 
ing sunshine beat down on thous- 
ands who watched as the Blessed 
Sacrament was borne from Trini 
Church by Michael Cardinal Faul- 
haber, Archbishop of Munich. Men 
and women once forced with out- 
streched arm as the Fuehrer rode 
through the city knelt and made 
the Sign of the Cross as the Host 
passed under a canopy of gold and 
white. Many of them wept as the 
cardinal, surrounded by a guard of 
honor, approached to preside at 
the last of three Corpus Christi 
Masses at a Pape in Lud 
Street where now-Vanq 
enemies of Christ had first boasted 
they would conquer the world.

Less Heart Disease: Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Co. is said to claim 
that there is 40% less heart dis- 
ease on the land for men and 30% 
less heart disease on the land for 
women than in the cities.

Fifty land 
families were striken in seven 
townships. The first rescue was 
to the crippled live stock. A six 
point program was put into action 
as follows; salvage of exposed 
grain, rebuilding of live stock cor- 
cals, clearing of tornado debris 
from the fields, financial assistance, 
family relief in clothing and house- 
hold furnishings. It was a com- 
mendable program of community 
assistance. The 500 volunteer res- 
cue workers included 250 American 
Legionaires from Indianapolis. 
80,000 sight see-ers came out to 
look, but few to help.
